DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 12-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 12, 16, and their dependants thereof, are allowed because the 
closest prior art, Antia (US Patent No. 6,347,124) discloses an average 
signal magnitude is generated from a plurality of message bits, a scale factor 
is generated in accordance with the average signal magnitude, Attallah (US 
Pub No. 2002/0168013) discloses a probability distribution transformer 
based on receives a signal comprising data packets that represent amplitude 
values where the amplitude values are characterized by a Gaussian 
probability density function, either alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
a method of conditioning signal values being conveyed to a 

decoder in a wireless-communications network receiver, the method 
comprising steps of: (a) scaling the signal values, outputted by a rake 
receiver, by a scaling factor; (b) monitoring the probability distribution of 
the amplitudes of the scaled signal values including generating a parameter 
based on the probability distribution that is not grossly effected by amplitude 
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saturation of the signal values; and (c) adjusting the scaling factor according 
to the parameter obtained in step (b).
